ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR.  1950. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members, 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1950. 


The  Birth  Rate  was  15.1  compared  with  16.6  and  the  Death 
Rate  was  9.2  compared  with  9.63.  On  page  23  will  be  found  a  table 
showing  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  together  with  an 
analysis  of  mortality  and  case  rates  for  certain  notifiable  diseases  in 
the  year. 

Details  of  the  Council’s  post  war  housing  activities  will  be 
found  on  page  9.  During  the  year  328  permanent  houses  were 
completed  and  work  was  in  progress  on  a  further  240'  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed  up  to  December  31st, 
1950,  was  150  prefabricated  bungalows  and  1,054  permanent  houses. 
The  demand  for  houses  throughout  the  District  continues  tO'  be  very 
great. 

A  gratifying  feature  of  the  Councils’  housing  work  was  the 
award  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  a  Medal  and  Diploma  for  the 
planning  of  the  Breadsall  Elill  Top  site. 

Full  particulars  of  the  public  water  supplies  are  given  in  the 
Report  in  the  form  required  by  Ministry  of  Health  Circular.  Inform¬ 
ation  giving  details  as  to  the  number  of  houses  and  population 
supplied  in  the  individual  P'arishes  is  incorporated  and  in  the  whole 
District  98%  of  the  houses  and  population  are  supplied. 

Details  of  the  various  Schemes  of  sewerage  approved  by  the 
Ministry  will  be  found  on  page  20.  Installation  of  the  Scheme  for 
Stanton-by-Bridge  was  in  progress  during  the  year  and  a  start  was 
made  on  the  important  Regional  Scheme  for  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandi- 
acre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  fellow  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  year.

The  cost  of  Refuse  Collection  for  the  whole  district  for  the 
year  ended  March  31st,  1951,  was  £23,123/l'6/ld.,  average  £l/0/6d., 
per  house,  and  the  cost  of  Refuse  Disposal  was  £4,217/4/4d.,  an 
average  of  3/9d.  per  house.  Combined  figures  for  collection  and 
disposal  were  £27,341/0/5d.,  or  £27,287/10/5d.,  after  allowing  for 
sundry  income,  giving  an  average  of  £l/4/3d.  per  house.  The  average 
cost  per  house  1949-50  was  £l/3/10|^d.  and  in  1948-49  £l/4/6d. 


Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  over  the 
whole  district  during  the  year  and  the  tipping  sites  situated  at  Chell- 
aston.  Dale  Abbey,  Melbourne,  West  Hallam  and  Little  Eaton 
continued  to  be  used. 

The  garage,  depot  and  repair  shop,  established  in  converted 
huts  at  Spondon  in  1949,  continued  in  use  and  no  progress  was  made 
towards  the  erection  of  a  permanent  building.  During  the  year  a 
secondhand  ex-Government  Ford  vehicle  was  purchased  and  adapted 
for  use  as  a  breakdown  vehicle.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  cess¬ 
pool  emptying  machine  was  placed  on  order.  It  is  intended  that  this 
machine  will  be  used  principally  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil 
throughout  the  district. 
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General  Purpose  Lorries. 

The  two  Austin  trucks  continued  to  be  operated  under  this 
heading  during  the  year.  One  of  the  vehicles  is  employed  almost 
exclusively  on  the  collection  of  nightsoil,  the  other  undertaking  general 
haulage  of  the  Department.  The  costs  for  the  year  ending  March

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The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst  :  — 

171  samples,  including  140  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council  during  the 
year  1950. 

Of  eleven  samples  of  milk  taken  from  one  supplier  six  contain¬ 
ed  substantial  amounts  of  added  water.  Proceedings  were  taken  and 
the  defendant  was  fined  £2/0/0d.  together  with  £6/6/0d.  costs. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  two  other  vendors.  In  one 
case  the  sample  was  seriously  deficient  in  fat  and  the  defendant  was 
fined  £5/0/0d.  together  with  £l/l/0d.  costs.  In  the  second  case  the 
sample  taken  by  the  Sampling  Officer  contained  added  water  and  the 
defendant  was  fined  £10/0/0d.  together  with  £3/3/0d.  costs. 

Two  other  samples  of  milk  contained  small  amounts  of  added 
water  and  the  vendors  were  cautioned. 

Of  the  samples  other  than  Milk,  one  informal  sample  of  Vine¬ 
gar,  submitted  with  a  complaint  by  a  purchaser,  was  deficient  in  acetic 
acid.  A  formal  sample  was  obtained,  but  this  was  sold  as  Diluted 
Acetic  Acid  and  no  further  action  could  be  taken. 

One  informal  sample  of  Lemon  Curd  was  deficient  in  fat.  A 
formal  sample  was  taken  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

Statutory  action  under  Sec.  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year.

(b)  Sewerage  of  Church  Lane  area  to  new  Disposal 
Works. 

4 —  Stanton-by-Bridge.  Sewerage  of  the  Parish,  including  one 
Pumping  Station  discharging  sewage  to  the  existing  Mel¬ 
bourne  Disposal  Works. 

5 —  A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage  serving  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandi- 
acre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  including  two  Pumping 
Stations  at  Sandiacre  and  enlargement  of  the  existing 
Disposal  Work  at  Draycott.  The  present  arrangement  where¬ 
by  sewage  from  Sandiacre  and  part  of  Risley  is  treated  at  joint 
Disposal  Works  at  Stapleford  would  be  discontinued. 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  No.  4  and  a  com¬ 
mencement  was  made  on  No.  5  near  the  end  of  the  year.

The  overhaul  of  the  whole  of  the  ejector  plant  was  completed 
and  an  electric  motor  installed  in  the  air  compressing  plant  at  Dray¬ 
cott  to  replace  the  old  gas  engine.

The  extensions  to  the  disposal  works  were  completed  during 
the  year. 

OCKBROOK. 

An  extension  of  the  foul  sewer  at  Draycott  Road,  Borrowash 
involving  the  installation  of  48  yards  of  6"  diameter  foul  sewer  and 
the  construction  of  two  manholes  was  carried  out. 

SPONDON. 

The  provision  of  public  foul  sewers  in  Borrowash  Road  and 
Gravel  Pit  Lane,  commenced  during  1949,  was  completed. 
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Control  of  Civil  Building. 

The  issue  of  Buildings  Licences  for  housing  work  and  for 
certain  work  to  other  types  of  building  was  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  of  Works  in  August,  1945. 

Applications  for  Building  Licences  in  respect  of  repair  and 
maintenance  woi’ks  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

During  the  year  35  Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  work 
estimated  to  cost  £7,680'/0/0d. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  owner  of  two  houses 
at  Chellaston  for  non-compliance  with  notices  issued  under  Sec.  93, 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  required  the  replacement  of  defective 
flooring.  The  work  was  actually  carried  out  after  the  summonses 
were  issued  and  before  the  hearing  at  the  Court  as  a  result  of  which 
the  summonses  were  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  Council’s  costs. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  take  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  a 
debt  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  salvage. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Rodent  Operator  continued  tO'  deal  with  infestations  at 
dwellinghouses.  Systematic  treatments  were  applied  to  the  refuse  tips, 
sewage  disposal  works  and  sewerage  systems.  The  net  cost  of  the 
service,  including  wages  and  the  operation  of  the  Austin  van  was 
£579/10/7d.
